Be it therekoze enacted by the authozity of this pzeſent Parliament,

oꝛ in Chappel.oꝛ in any other place, to ſing oꝛ ſay any Common 92 open 
payer,o2 to miniſter any Sacrament,otherwile,o2 in any other manner

ments of luch oltendez, by way of diſtzeſs, And foz due execution 
hereof, the Queens moſt excellent Majeſtie the Lozds Tempozal, 4 all 
the Commons in this pꝛeſent Parltamentaſſembled,doth in Gods name 
earneſtly require and charge all the Archbiſhops, Bichops, c other Oꝛdi⸗ 
naries, that they ſhall endeavour themſelves to the uttermolt of their

Dur Subjects by the foꝛmer Declarations 
ue have publiſhed, what Dur purpoſes and 
Patay poccedings have been in matters of Relig1- 
= on linte Pur coming to this Crown : Pet 
the ſame being now by Us reduced to a ſetled Foꝛm, We 
have occaſton to repeat ſomewhat of that which hath pal⸗ 
ſed. And now at Our very lirſt entry into the Realm, 
being entertained and impoꝛtuned with infozmations of 
ſundꝛy Miniſters, complaining of the erroꝛs and imper- 
tections of the Church here, as well in matter of Do- 


tttrine, as of Diſcipline : Although le had no reaſon to 


pꝛelume that things were ſo far amille, as was p2e- 
tended, becauſe Ule had ſeene the Kingdome under 
that Fozm of Religion which by Law was eſtabliſh- 
ed in the daies of the late Queen of famous memozy, 
bleſſed with a peace and pꝛolperity, both ertraozdinary, 
and of many years ans (a ſtrong evidence _ 
| : a 
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God was therewith well pleaſed, yet becauſe the impoz- 
tunity of the complainers was great, their affirmations 
vehement, and the zeal therewith the ſame did ſeemto 
be accompanied. very ſpecions:We were moved thereby to 
make it dur occaſion to diſcharge that duty which is the 
thickeſt of all Kingly duties, that is, to ſettle the affairs 
of Religion, andthe Service of God, befoze their own. 
Which while We were in hand to do, as the contagion of 
the ſickneſs ꝛeigning in our City of London, and other pla- 
ces, would permit an allembly of perſons meet foꝛ that 
purpoſe; ſome of thoſe who milliked the ſtate of Religion 
here eſtabliſhed, pꝛeſuming moze of our intents then ever 
We gave them cauſe to do, and tranſpozted with humour, 
began ſuch pꝛoteedings as did rather raiſe a ſcandal in the 
Church, then take offence aroay., Foz both they uſed fozms 
of publick ſerving ol God not here allowed, held allemblies 
without authoꝛity, and did other things carrying a very 
apparent ſhew ol Sedition, moze then ot Zeal: whom we 
reſtrained by a foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation in the moneth of 
October laſt, and gave intimation ot the Conference we in⸗ 
tended to be had with as much ſpeed as conveniently could 
be, foꝛ the oꝛdering of thoſe things ofthe Church: which ac- 
toꝛdingly followed in the moneth of ]:nuary laſt at our 
Honour of Hampton Court; Where betoze our ſelfand our 
P2ivy Countel, were aſſembled many of the graveſt Bi- 
ſhops T Pꝛelates of the Realm, many other learned men, 
alwel of thoſe that are confoꝛmable to the ſtate ot the Church 
eſtabliſhed, as ol thole that dillented. Among whom, what 
our pains were, what our patience in hearing and replping. 
and what the indifferency and uprightnels of our Judge⸗ 
ment in determining, we leave to the repoꝛt of thole 
woho heard the ſame, contenting our ſelt with the ſinterity 
of our ow heart therein. But we cannot conceal, that 
the ſucceſs of that Conterente was ſuch as happeneth to 
many other things, which moving great expectation betoze 
they be entred into, in their iſſue pꝛodute lmall effects. Foz 
we found mighty and vehement infozmations, ſuppoꝛted 
with lo weak and ſlender pꝛools, as it appeareth unto w 
| an 
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and Dur Connſel, that there was no canſe why any 
change ſhould have been at all in that which was moſt 
impugned, the Book of Common pꝛaper, containing the 
fo2m of the publick Service of God here eſtabliſhed, nei⸗ 
ther in the Doctrine which appeared to be ſincere, noz in 
the Foꝛms and Rites which were juſtified ont of the pꝛa⸗ 
ctice of the Pꝛimitive Church. Potwithſtanding, Cle 
thought meet, with conſent of the Biſhops, and other 
learned men there pꝛeſent, that ſome (mall things might 
rather be explained then changed: not that rhe ſame 
might not very well have been boꝛne with by men who 
would have made a reaſonable conſtruction or them; but 
foꝛ that in a matter concerning the Servite of God, Wie 
were nice, 02 rather jealous, that the puvlick fozm there- 
of thould be iree not only from blame, but irom ſuſpition, 
ſo as neither the common Adverlary ſhould have advan- 
tage to wꝛeſt ought therein contained, to other ſenſe then 
the Church of England intendeth, no2 any troubleſome 
02 ignoꝛant perſon of this Church be able to take the leaſt 
occaſion ot cavil againſt it: And foꝛ that purpoſe gave 
fozth Our Commiſſion under Dur great Seal of England 
to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and others, attoꝛding 
to the Foꝛm which the Laws of this Kealmin like caſe 
pꝛeſcribe to be uſed, to make the laid Explanation, and to 
cauſe the whole Book of Common pꝛaper, with the ſame. 
Explanations, to be newly pꝛinted. Wlhichbeingnovwo 
done, and eſtabliſhed anew alter ſo lerious adeliberation, 
although We doubt not but all Dur Subjects, both Mi⸗ 
niſters and others, will receive the ſame with ſuch reve- 
rence as appertaineth, and tonkoꝛm themſelves therenn- 
to, every man in that which him tonterneth: Pet have

Cherefoze We require all Archbiſhops,Biſhops, and 
all other publick Piniſters, as well Eccleſtaltical ag Ci⸗ 
vil, to do their duties in canling the ſame to be obeyed, 
and in pmnſhing the offenders acco2ding to the Laws of 
the Realm heretoioze eſtabliſhed, fo2 the anthoziz3ing of 
the ſaid Book of Common pꝛaper. And Wethink it alſo 
neceſſary,that the ſaid Archviſhops and Biſhops, do each 
of them in his Pꝛovinte and Diocels, take o2der that eve⸗ 
ry Pariſh do p2ocure to themſelves, within luch time as 
they ſhall think good to limit. one of the ſaid Books 
ſo explained, And laſt of all, We do admonilh all men, 
that hereafter they ſhall not expect, no2 attempt any kur⸗ 
ther alteration in the Common and Publick fozm of 
Gods Scrvice, from this which is now eſtabliſhed: foz 
that neither will le give way to any to pꝛeſume, that 
Dur ovon Judgment having determined in a matter of 
this weight, ſhall be ſwayed to alteration by the frivo- 
lons ſnggeſtions of any light ſpirit:neither are We igno: 
rant of the inconveniences that do ariſein government, 
by admitting innovation in things once ſetled by mature 
deliberation: And how necefſary.it is to uſe tonſtanty in 
the upholding of the publick determinations of States, 
fo2 that ſuch is the unquietneſs and nnfteadfaſtneſs of 
ſome diſpoſitions, affecting every year new fozms of 
things, as if they ſhould be followed in their untonſtan⸗ 
cy, would make all actions of State ridiculous and con- 
temptible : whereas the ltedfaſt maintaining of things 
by good advice eſtabliſhed, is the weal of all Common- 
Given at Our Palace of Weſtminſter, the fifth day of 
March; in the firſt year of Our Reign of England, France, 
and Ireland, and of Scotland the ſeven and thirtieth.

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THE PREFACE. 


ere was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well 
; Vid deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continu- 

© ance of time hath not been corrupted : as among 

other things, it may plainly appear by the Com- 

mon Prayers in the Church, commonly called 

Divine Service. The firſt Originall and ground 

» whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient 
Fathers, he ſhall find that the ſame was not ordai- 
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gion. But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent order of the inci- 
ent Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken and neglected, by planting in uncer- 
rain ſtories, legends, teſponds, verſes, vain repetitions, commemoratibns; and 
Synodals, that commonly when any book of the Bible was begun, before three 
or four chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread, And in this ſort the 
book of Eſai was begun in Advent, and the book of Geneſis in Septua- 
geſtma: but they were onely begun and never read rhotow.. A ſter like ſort 
were other books of holy Scripture uſed, And more>ver, whereas Saint 
Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, 'a$they 
might underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame: the ſervice in this 
Church of Eogland theſe many years hath been read in Latine to the people, 
which they underſtand-not : ſo that they have heard with their ears onely,and 
their heart, ſpirit and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, 
notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven 
portions,whereof every one was called a Nocturn: now of late time a few of 
them have been daily ſaid, and oft repeated, and thereſt utterly omitted. More- 
over, the number and hardneſs of the rules called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the ſervice, wis the cauſe, that to turne the book onely was ſo 
hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to finde 
out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch a mee 
whereby 
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whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here 
is drawn out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plain and eafte to be under- 
ſtood, wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet 
forth, that all thiogsſhill be done in order, without breaking one piece from 
another, For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture, 
Yet becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome rules: 
therefore certain rules are here ſer forth, which as they be few in number, ſo 
they be plain & aſie to be underſtood, So that here you have an order for pray- 
er (as touching the reading of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the mind and 
purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable and commodious 
then that which oflate was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here ate left out 
many things, whereof ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuper- 
ſtitious, and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure word of God, 
the holy Scriptures, or that which is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and 
that in ſuch a language and order as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtind- 
ing both of the readers and hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both tor the 
ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the order, and for that the rules be 
few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the Curates ſhall need none other 
books for their publick ſervice, but this Book and the Bible, By the mezns 
whereof, the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges for books, as in times paſt 
they have been, | | 

And where heretofore there hath been great diverfity in ſaying, and finging 
in churches within this realm, ſome following Salisbury uſe, ſome Hereford uſe, 
and ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincolne: Now from 
henceforth all the whole realm ſhall have but one uſe, And if any will judg this 
way more painful, becauſe that all things muſt be read upon the book; whete1s 
before by the reaſon of ſo often repetition they could ſay many things by 
heart: if choſe men will weigh their labour, with the profit and knowledge 
which daily they (hall obtain by reading upon the Book, they will not refuſe 
the pain, in conſideration of the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſo plainly ſer forth, bur doubts 
may ariſe in the uſe and practiſe of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if 
any ariſe) and for the reſolution ofall doubts concerning the manner how to 
underſtand, do, and execute the things contained in this book : The parties 
that-ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſnall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the 
dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhill take order for the quieting and appeaſing 

of the ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing con- 

tained in this book, And if the Biſhop of the dioceſs be in doubt, 
then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof 
to the Archbiſhop,

Pas Hough it be appointed in the afore-written 
oY Ra Preface, that all things ſhall be read and 
JS ung in the urch in 1 Engliſh tongue, to 
he end that the Congregation may be thereby 
© edified: yet it is not meant, but when men ſay 
Morning and Evening 2 privately, they may ſay the 
ſame in any Language that they themſelves do underſtand. 


And all Prieſts and Deacons ſhall be bound to ſay dai- 


ly the Morning and Evening prayer, either privately or 
openly, except they be let by Preaching, Studying of Di- 


vinity, or ſome other urgent cauſe. 


And the Curate that miniſtreth inevery Pariſh-Church 
or Chappel,being at home, and not heing otherwiſe reaſan- 
ably letted, ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh-Church or 
Chappel where he miniſtreth, and ſhall toll a Bell thereto, 
a convenient time before he begin, that ſuch as be diſpoſed, 
may come to hear Gods Word, and to pray with him. 
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¶ Of Ceremonies, why ſome be aboliſhed 


and {ome retained. 


becauſe they were winked at inthe beginning, they 
grew daily to moꝛe and moze abuſes, which not only foz their unpꝛo⸗ 
itablenels; but alſo becaule they have much blinded the people, and 
obſcured the glozy of God, are woꝛthy to be cu: away and clean reject- 
ed. Other there be, which although they har been dev ed by man, 
pet it is thought good to reſerve them ſtill, as well toꝛ a decent oꝛder 
in the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they 
pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (as 
the Apoſtie teacheth) ougtt to be referred. And although the keeping 
oꝛ omitting ofa Ceremony. in it ſelfconſidered, is but a ſmall thing; 
pet the wilkul and contemptuous tranfgreſſion and bꝛeaking of a 
common oꝛder and dilc pline, is no ſmall offence betoze God. | 
Let all things be done among you, ſaith, Paul, in a ſeemiy and due 
oꝛder. The appointment of the which oꝛder pertaineth not to pꝛiwate 
men: theretoꝛe no man ought to take in hand, noꝛ pzeſume to appoint 
oꝛ alter any publick oꝛ common oꝛder in Chziſts Church, except he be 
lawtully called and authozized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo divers, 
that ſome think it a great matter of conſcience to depart krom a piece 
ol the leaſt ol their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cu⸗ 
tome; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new⸗fangled, that they 
would innovate ail things. and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like 
them but that is new: it was thought expedient not ſo much to have 
reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfic either of theſe part es, as how to 
pleaſe God, and p2ofit them both, And yet leſt any man ſhould be of- 
tended, whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes ren- 
d2ed, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome 
retained and kept (t:1!. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude ol them 
yath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was 
intolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they 
were grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chꝛiſtian people was 
in wozle caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he 
counſelled that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhouid be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly todo it. 


Bit 
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But what would S. Auguſtine have ſaid, tfhe had ſeen the Ceremo⸗ 
mes of late daies uſed among us:whereunto the multitude ufed in h. 
time was not to be compared ? This our excellive muitituds of Cere- 
monies was ſo great. many of them lo dark, that they d.d moꝛe con ; 
found and darken, then declare and ſet foꝛth Chꝛiſts benefits unto us. 

And beſides th. g. Chꝛiſts Golpel is not a ceremoniall law (ag much ol 
Moſes1law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of 
the figure oꝛ chadow⸗ but in the freedom ofthe ſpirit. being content oniy 
with thole Ceremonies which do lerve to a decent oꝛder, and godly di⸗ 
ſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the re⸗ 
membꝛance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall fign.ficati- 
on, wherebyhe might be edified. e e e , 

Further moꝛe, the molt weighty cauſe of the abolichment df certaine 
Ceremonies was, that they were lo ſar abuſed, partly by the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious blindneſs of the rude a unlearned, & partly by the unſatiable a⸗ 
varice of ſuch as ſought moꝛe their owne luere, then the glozy of God, 
that the abuſes couidnot weli be taken away, the thing remaining 
ſtall. But now as concerning thole perſons, which peradventure will 
be offended, foz that ſome ol the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill :- if 
they conũder, that without ſome Ceremonies it is nat poſſible to keep 
any oꝛder, 92 quiet diſctpine in the Church, they ſhall eaſlly perceisc 
juſt cauſe to refozm their judgements. And if they think much that 
any of the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew z 
then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had ſurelp 
where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably repꝛove 
the old, only koꝛ their age, without bewzaying of their own folly,F92 in 
ſuch a caſe they ought rather to. have reverence unto them foz their an⸗ 
tiquity: t they will declare themſelves to be moze ſtudious of unity 
t concoꝛd then of innovations and newfangleneſs,wh.chc(as much as 
may be, with the true ſetting koꝛth of Chutits Religion) is alwapes to 
be eſchewed. Furthermoꝛe, ſuch ſball have no juſt caule w.th the Ce- 
remontes reſerved to be offended, Foꝛ as thoſe be taken away which 
were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences without any 
cauſe : ſo the other that remain are retained foꝛ a diſcipline and o2ber; 
(which upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed, and therefoze 
are not to be eſteemd equall with Gods law. And mozeover they be nei · 
ther dark noꝛ dumb ceremonies, but are ſo ſet fozth that every man 
may underſtand what they do mean and to what uſe they do ſerve. So 
that it is not like, that they in time to come. ſhould be abuſed as other 
have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations. 
noꝛ p2eſcr;be any thing, but to our own people onely. Foz we think it 
convenient, that every countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they 
ſhall think bell to the ſetting fozth of Gods honour and glozy, a to the 
reducing of the people to a moſt perfect 4 godly living, without error oz 
ſuperſtition : And that they ſhould put away other th:ngs, which front 
time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed,as in mens oꝛdinances it 
often chanceth diverſiy,in divers countreps. 2

And when 
they had ſaid grace,they 09 out unto mount Olivet. Then 
ſaid Jeſus unto them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me 
this night: Foz it is wꝛitten, Þ will ſmite the ſhepherd, 
and the ſheep of the flock (hall be ſcattered abzoad 2 but after 
I am riſen again, J will go befoze yon into Galilee. Pe- 
ter anſwered and ſaid unto him, Though all men be offen- 
ded becauſe of thee, yet will J not be offended. Jelus ſaid 
unto him Qerily J ſay unto thee, that in this ſame night 
befoze the cock trow, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛite. Peter ſaid 
unto him, Pea though I ſhould die with thee, yet will 7 
not deny thee, Like wiſe alſo ſaid all the diſciples. Then 
came Jeſus with them unto a farm plate (which is called 
Gethiemane) and ſaid unto the dilciples, Sit ye here, while 
J go and p2ap yonder. And he took with him Peter and 
the two ſons of Zebedce, and began to war ſoꝛrow ul and 
heavy. Then ſaid Jeſns unto them, Mp ſoul is * e⸗ 

ven unto the death: tarry pe here, and watch with me. And 
he went a little further, and fell flat on his fate, and pꝛaped, 
ſaying, O my Father, if it be polsible, let this cup paſs 
from me: nevertheleſs, not as J) will, but as thon wilt. 
And he came unto thediſciples, and found them aſleep, and 
ſaid unto Peter, What ? could pe not watch with me one 
hour? Watchand pay, that pe enter not into temptation: 
The ſpirit is willing , but the fleſh is weak He went a- 
way once again, and prayed, ſaying, O mp Father,ifthis 
cup may not pals away from me, except I dꝛink ol it, thy 
will be fulſilled. And he tame and found them alleep again, 
fo2 their eyes were heavy, And he left them, and went 
again, and pꝛaped the third time, ſaying the ſame vvozds. 
hen cometh he to his diſciples, and laid unto them, Slcep 
on novv, and take pour rect. Behold, the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
of ſünners: Riſe, let us be going, behold, he is at hand 
that doth betray me. While he pet ſpake, loe, Judas one 
of the number of the twelve, came, and vvith him a great 
multitnde bvith lovozds and ſtaves, ſent from the chief 
pꝛieſts and elders of the people. But he that betrayed him, 
gave them a token, ſaying, Whomſoever J kiſs, the 
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ſame is he, hold him faſt. And fozthwith he came to Jelus 
and ſaid, Hail Paſter, and killed him. And Jeſus 1. unto 
him, Friend, wohereloꝛe art thou come ? Then tame they and 
laid hands on Jeſus, and took him. And dehold, one of 
them which were with Jelus, ſtretched out his hand, and 
dꝛew his ſwo2d, and ſtrock a ſerbant of the high Pꝛieſt, and 
ſmote off his ear. Thenfaid Jeſus unto him, Put up thy 
{wozd into the ſheath: Air they that take the ſtoozd, ſhal 
periſh with the lwoꝛd. Thinkeſt thou that J cannot now 
pzay to my Father, and he fhall give me even now moze 
then twelve legions of angels ? But how then ſhall the 
Scriptures be fulfilled? Foꝛ thus it muſt be. In that fame 
houre ſaid Jelus to the multitude, Pe be come ont as it 
were to a thief, with ſtoozds and ſtaves fo2 to take me. J 
ſate daily with you teaching in the temple, and ye took me 
not. But all this was done, that the Striptures ok the 
Pꝛophets might be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples fozfo0 
him, and fled, And they took Yeſus , and led him to 
Caiaphas the high Pꝛieſt, where the Stribes and Elders 
were aſſembled. ' But Peter followed him afar off unto the 
high Pꝛieſts palace,and vvent in, and late vvith the ſer- 
vants to ſee the end. The chicf Pꝛieſts and Elders, and all 
the conncil ſought falſe vvitnels againſt Jelus, foꝛ to put 
him to death, but found none: yea, vvhen mam falſe vvit- 
nefſes tame, yet found they none. At the lalk came tovo 
falſe vvitnelles, and ſaid, This fellovv ſaid, J am able to 
deſtroy the temple of God, and to build it again in thzee 
dayes. . And the chiel Pꝛieſt aroſe, and faid unto him, an- 
ſvvereſt thou nothing? Why do thele bear vvitneſs againſt 
thee? But Jeſus held his peace. And the chick Pzieft an- 
ſvvered-and ſaid nnto him, J charge thee by the living God. 
that thou tell us vbhether thon be Chzift the Son of God. 
Jeſus laid unto him, Thou halt laid. Nevertheleſs J lay 
anto von, Hereafter ſhall ye ſee the Son of man fitting 
on the right hand of povver, and coming in the clouds 
of the skie. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his clothes, ſay- 
ing, Þe hath ſpoken blaſphemy, vohat need Þbe of any 
moze vvitnefses ? Behold,” novv ye have heard hig blal⸗ 
phemy, vvhat think ye 2 They anfvvered and ſaid, He 
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is woꝛthy to die. Then did they ſpit in his fate, and butletted 
him with fiſts. And others lmote him on the fate with the 
palm of their hands, ſaying, Tell us thou Chꝛiſt, who is he 
that ſmote thee? Peter (ate without in the tourt, and a da⸗ 
moſell came to him, ſaying, Thou allo waſt with Jeſus of 
Galilee, But he denyed befoze them all,ſaying, J wot not 
what thou ſayeſt. When he was gone ont into the poꝛ ch. 
another wench law him, and ſaid unto them that were 
there , This fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. 
And again he denyed with an oath, ſaying, J do not 
know the man. Alter a while came unto him they that 
ſtood by, and ſaid unto Peter, Surely thou art even one 
of them, koꝛ thy ſpeech bevorapeth thee. Then began he to 
curſe and to [wear that he knew not the man. And imme⸗ 
diately the cock trebo. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd of 
Jelſus, which ſaid unto him, Betoze the cock crow,thon 
ſhalt deny me thzice : and he went out and vvept bitterly. 
When the mozning vvas come, all the chief pꝛieſts and el⸗ 
ders of the people held a council againſt Jelus to put him 
to death, and bꝛought him bound, and delivered him unto 
Pontius Pilate the deputy , Then Judas vvhich had be- 
trapedhim ( ſeeing that he vbas condemned ) repented him- 
ſelf,and bꝛought again the thirty plates of ſilver to the chief 
pꝛieſts and elders,ſaying, J have ſinned, betraying the in- 
nocent blood. And they laid, What is that to us? ſee thou 
to that. And he calt dovvn the lil ver plates in the temple , 
and departed, and vvent and hanged himſelk. And the chick 
pꝛieſts took the ſilver plates, and ſaid, It is not lavvtull 
toz to put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is the pꝛite of 
blood. And they took counſel , and bought vvith them a 
potters field to bury ſtrangers in. Wherefoze the field is 
called Acheldama, that is, The field of blood, untill this 
day. Then vvas fulfilled that vvhich vvas ſpoken by Jere⸗ 
my the P2ophet, ſaying, And they took thirty lilver plates. 
the pꝛite ol him that vdas valued, bvhom they bought of the 
childzen of Jſrael,and gave them foꝛ the potters field, as the 
Loꝛd appointed me. Jeſus ſtood befoze the deputy, and the 
deputy asked him, ſaying, Art thou the Bing of the 
Pevvs ? Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. And _ 
Gs | | 
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ht was accuſed of the chief pꝛieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing. Then faid Pilate unto him, Heareſt thon not 
how many witnefles they lay againſt thee? And he anſwer- 
ed him to never a woꝛd, infomuch that the depnty marvel 
led greatly. At that feaſt the deputy was wont to deliver 
unto the people a p2ifoner whom they would defire. He 
had then a notable pꝛiſoner called Barabbas. Lherefoze 
when they were gathered together, E ilate (aid, Whether wil 
pe that J give loofe nnto pon, Barabbas, oz Jeſus which 
is called Chzilt? Foz he knew that foz envie they had delive- 
red him, When he was ſetdown to give judgement, his 
wife ſent unto him, laying, Þave thou nothing to do wit 
that juſt man, foꝛ J have ſuffered this day many things 
in my fleep, becanfe of him. But the thiel pꝛieſts and elders 
perfwoaded the people that they ſhould ask Barabbas, and 
deſtroy Jeſus. The deputy anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Whether of the twain will pe that J let looſe unto you? 
They ſaid Barabbas. Pilate ſaid untothem,What ſhall 7 
do then with Jeſus which is called Chzift ? They all ſaid 
unto him, Let him be crucified. The deputy ſaid, What e- 
vil hath he done; But they cryed the moze, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified, When Pilate ſavo that he conld pꝛevail 
nothing, but that moze bulineſs was made, he tooke wa- 
ter and waſhed his hands defoze the people, ſaying, Jam 
innocent of the blood of this jult perſon, lee pe⸗ Then an- 
{wered all the people, and ſaid, His blood be on us, and 
on our thildꝛen. Then let he Barabbas loſe unt o them, 
and ſtourged Jeſus, and delivered him to be crucified. Then 
the ſoldiers of the deputp, took Jeſus into the common 
ball, and gathered unto him all the company, and they 
[tripped him, and put on him a purple rode, and platted 
a exovon of thozns> and put it upon his head, and a 
reed in his right hand, and bowed the knee befoze him, 
and mocked him, ſaying, Mail King of the Jetog. And 
vohen they had ſpit. upon him, they took the reed, and 
{mote him on the head, and after that they had morkee 
him, they took the rode off him again, and pus hig 
own raiment on him, and led him awap to ertwitie 
him. And as they tame out, they ſound a man ot TL 
waa name 
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(named Simon)him they compelled to bear his croſs. And 
they came unto the place which is called Golgotha(that is to 
ſay , a place of dead mens ſculls,) and gabe him vineger 
mingled with gall, to dꝛink: and when he had taſted there⸗ 
of, he would not dꝛink. When they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, and did taſt lots, that it might be ful⸗ 
filled which was ſpoken by the P2ophet, they parted m 
garments among them, and upon my veſture did they ta 
lots. And they late and watched him there, and let up over 
his head the caule of his death wꝛitten, This is Jeſus the King 
of the Jews. Then were there two theeves crucified with 
him, one on the right hand, and the other on the left. They 
that paſſed vy, reviled him, wagging their heads, and ſay- 
ing, Thou that deſtropedſt the Temple of God, and did⸗ 
delt build it in thꝛee dayes, ſave thy ſelf, Jf thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the croſs, Likewiſe allo the high 
Pꝛieſts mocking him with the Scribes and elders ſaid, He 
ſaved other  himſelfhe cannot ſave : $f he be the King of 
Ilrael, let him now come down fromthe croſs, and we 
will believe him. He truſted in God, let him deliver him 
now, if he will have him: Foz he ſaid, J am the Son of 
God. The theeves alſo which were crucified with him, calk 
the ſame in his teeth. From the lirth hour was there 
darkneſs over all the land untill the ninth hour. And a- 
bout the ninth houre Yeſus cryed with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Eli, Eli, lamaſabachthani ? that is to ſay, My God, my God, 
why halt thou foꝛlaken me ? Some of them that ſtood there, 
when they heard that, ſaid, This man calleth foꝛ Elias. 
And ſtraightway one of them ran and took a ſpunge, and 
when he had killed it full of vineger, he put it on a 
reed, and gave him to dꝛink. Other laid, Let be, let ns 
ſce whether Elias will tome, and deliver him. Jeſus, 
when he had cried again with a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghoſt, And behold, the Uail of the Temple did rent in 
two parts from the top to the bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the ſtones rent, and graves did open, andma- 
ny bodies of Saints which flept, aroſe , and went out 
of the graves after his reſurrection , and came into the 
holy Citie, and appeared unto many. When the Centu-

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rion,and they that were With him watching Jeſus, ſaw 
the earthquake, and thole things Which happener, they 
teared greatly, ſaying, Truly this was the Son ot God. 
And many women were there ( beholding him afar off)

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how many things they lay to thy charge. Jeſus anſwered 
pet nothing, lo that Pilate marvelled. At that feaſt Pilate 
did deliver unto them a pꝛiloner, whomloever they would 
deſire, And there was one that was named Barabbas, 
which lay bound with them that made inlurrection: he had 
tommitted murder. And the people talled unto him, and be⸗ 
gan to deſire him that he would do attoꝛding as he had ever 
done unto them. Pilate anlwered them, ſaying, Will ye 
that J let looſe nnto yon the King of the Jews ? Foz he 
knew that the high pꝛieſts had delivered him of envy. But 
the high pꝛieſts moved the people, that he ſhould rather de- 
liver Barabbas unto them. Pilate anlwered again, and 
ſaid unto them, What will ye then that J do unto him, 
whom pe call the king of the Jews ? And they cryed a- 
gain, Crucifie him. Pilate ſaid unto them, What evil 
hath he done; And they cryed the moze fervently, Crucifie 
him. And lo Pilate willing to content the people, letlooſe 
Barabbas unto them, and delivered up Jeſus (when he had 
ſcourged him) fo2 to be crucified, And the lonldiers led him 
away into the common hall, and called together the whole 
multitude, And they clothed him with purple, and they 
platted a crovon of thozns, and crowned him withall, and 
began to ſalute him, Hail king of the Jews. And they 
fmote him on the head with a reed, and did ſpit upon him, 
and bowed their knees, and wozſhipped him, And when 
they had mocked him, they took the purple off him, and put 
his own clothes on him, and led him ont to crucific him. 
And they compelled one that paſſed by, called Simon of 
- Cyrene (the father of Alexander and Rufus ) which came 
ont of the field, to bear his croſs. And they bzought him 
to a plate named Golgoiha, (which if a man interpꝛet, is the 
place of dead mens Skuls.) And they gave him to dꝛink, 
wine mingled with my2rhe: but he received it not. And 
bohen they had crucified him, they parted his garments,caſt- 
ing lots upon them, what every man ſhould take. And it 
was abotit the third hour, and they crucified him. And the 
title of his cauſe was wꝛitten, The King of the Jews, And 
they trutiſied with him two thieves, the one on his right

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fulfilled which ſaith, He was connted among the wicked; 
And they that went by, railed on him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying, Ah wyetch > thou that deltroyeſt the 
Temple, and buildeſt it again in thzee dayes, ſave thy ſelf, 
and come down from the croſs. Likewiſe mocked him the 
high pꝛieſts among themſelves, with the ſcribes, and ſaid, 
He ſaved other men, himſelf he cannot ſave.

And they that were crucified with him 
checked him alſo. And when the lirth honr was come, 
darkneſs aroſe over all the earth until the ninth hour.

And ſome 
of them that ſtood by, when they heard that, ſaid, Behold, 
he calleth fo2 Elias. And one ran and filled a ſpunge full of 
vineger, and put it on a reed, and gave him to dꝛink, ſaying, 
Let him alone, let us ſee whether Elias will come and take 
him down. But Jelus cryed with a loud voice, and gave up 
the ghoſt. And the vail of the Temple rent in two pieces , 
from the top to the bottome.

went fozth, and ſaid unto them, Whom ſeek ye 2 They an- 
ſwered him, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus ſa id unto them, Y 
am he. Judas alſo which betrayed him, ſtood with them. 
As loon then as he had ſaid unto them, Jam he, thep went 
backward and fell to the gꝛound. Then asked he them a⸗ 
gain, whom ſeek ye? They laid, Jan of Nazareth. 
Jeſus anſwered, J have told you that J am he: if pe ſeek 
me therefoꝛe, let thele go their way, that the ſaying might 
be fulfilled which he (pake , Ok them which thou gaveſt 
me, have J not loſt one. Then Simon Peter having a 
ſwoꝛd, dꝛew it and ſmote the high pꝛieſts ſervant, and cut 
off his right ear. The ſervants name was Palchus. 
Therefoze ſaith Jelus unto Peter, Put up thy lwoꝛd into 
the ſheath : ſhall J not dꝛink of the cup which my Father 
hath givenme? Then the company, andthe taptain, and 
the miniſters of the Jews took Jelus and bound him, and 
led him away to Annas firlt, for he was father in law to 
Caiaphas, which was the bigh pꝛieſt the ſame pear. Cai- 
aphas was he that gave toumlell to the Jews, that it was 
expedient that one man ſhould die fo2 the people. And Si⸗ 
mon Peter followed Jeſus, and ſo did another diſciple: That 
diſciple was known to the high pꝛieſt, and went in with 
Jeſus into the palace ofthe high pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtood 
at the dooꝛ without. Then went out that other diſciple 
(which was known to the high pꝛieſt) and ſpake to the 
damolell that kept the dooz, and bꝛought in Peter. Then 
ſaid the damoſel that kept the dooz , unto Peter, Art not 
thon allo one of this mans diſciples ? He laid, J am 
not. The ſervants and miniſters ſtood there, which had 
made a fire of coals, fo2 it was cold, and they warmed 
themſelves, Peter alſo (food among them, and war⸗ 
med himfelf, The high pzieſt then asked Jeſns of 
his diſciples, and of his doctrine. Jelus anfwered 
him, J ſpakt openly in the wozld, JJ ever taught it 
the Spnagogue, and in the Temple, whither all the 
Yews have reſoꝛted, and in ſecret have J ſpoken nothing. 
CUhy askeſt thon me? Ask -_ which heard 14 
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what J ſaid unto them: Behold, they can tell what J 
ſaid. When he had thns ſpoken, one of the miniſters which 
ſtood by, ſmote Jelug on the face, ſaying, Anſwereft thou 
the high pꝛieſt lo? Jeſus anſwered him, Jf J have evil 
ſpoken, bear witneſs of the evil: but if J have well ſpo- 
ken, why ſmiteſt thou me ? And Annas ſent him bound 
unto Caiaphas the high pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtood and war⸗ 
med himſelf, Then laid they unto him, Art not thou alſo 
one of his diſciples ? He denyed it, and ſaid, Jam not. 
One of the ſervants of the high pꝛieſt (his conſen whole 
ear Peter ſmote off) ſaid unto him, Did not J ſce thee in 
the garden with him ? Peter theretoze denped again, and 
immediately the cock crew. Then led they Jeſus trom Cai⸗ 
aphas, into the hall of judgement : It was in the mozn- 
ing, and they themſelves went not into the Judgement 
hall, leſt they ſhould be defiled, but that they might cat the 
paſsover. Pilate then went out to them, and ſaid, What 
accuſation bzing you againſt this man? They anſwer- 
ed and ſaid unto him, Ft he were not an evil doer, we 
would not have delivered him unto thee. Then ſaid Pi⸗ 
late nnto them, Take ye him, and judge him after pour 
obon law. The Jews therefoze ſaid unto him, It is 
not lawfull foz us to put any man to death: that the 
wozds of Jeſus might be fulfilled which he ſpake , ligni⸗ 
fying what death he ſhould die. Then Pilate entred 
into the judgement hall again and called Jeſns , and 
ſaid unto him, Art thou the King ol the Jews ? Jeſus 
anſwered, @apelt thou that of thy ſelf, o2 did other tell it 
thee of me? Pilate anſwered, Am Ja Yew ? Thine 
dbon nation, and high pꝛieſts have delivered thee unto me: 
what halt thou done? Jeſus anſwered , Mp kingdome 
is not of this woꝛld. If my kingdome were of this wozld, 
then would my miniſters ſurely fight, that J ſhould not 
be delivered to the Jews: but now is my kingdome not 
fromhence. Pilate therefoze laid nntohim, Art thou a 
king then?

Foz this cauſe was J boꝛn, and foꝛ this cauſe came J into 
the wozld, that J ſhould bear witneſs unto the truth: 
And all that are of the truth, hear my voice. Pilate Wd

And he faith unto them, Behold the 
man. | When the high pꝛieſts therefoze, andthe miniſters 
faw him, they creed, Crucifie him crucifie him, Pilate 
faith unto them, Lake ye him, and trutilie him, fo2 J find 
no cauſe in him. The Jews anſwered him, We hade a law, 
and by our law he onght to die, betauſe he made himſelf the 
Hon ol God. WhenPilate heard that ſaying. he was the 
moze afraid, and went again into the judgement hall, and 
ſaid unto Jeſs » CWhence art thon? But Yefns gave 
him none anlwer. Then ſaid Pilate unto him. Speakelt 
thon not unto me? knowelt

Jews, Behold pour king. Ther cryed, ſaying, Awa 
with him, away with him, — Pilate _> 
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unto them, ſhall J crucifie your king? The high pꝛieſts 
anſwered, We have no king but Celar. Then delivered 
he him to them tobe crucified. And they took Jeſus, and 
led him away. And he bare his crols, and went foꝛth into 
a place which is called the place of dead mens ſtuls, but in 
Hebꝛew Golgotha,vohere they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either lide one, and Jelns in the middeſt. And 
Pilate wꝛote a title, and put it upon the croſs. The 
wꝛiting was, Jelus ot Nazareth, King of the Jews. This 
title read many ol the Jews : toz the place where Jelus 
was crucified, was neer to the city. And it was wꝛitten 
in Hebzew, Gꝛeek, and Latine. Then laid the high pꝛieſts 
of the Jews to Pilate, Waite not king ol the Jews, but 
that he ſaid J am king of the Jews.

Then the 
ſouldiers when they had crucified Jelus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to every ſouldier a part, and 
alſohis coat. The coat was without ſcam, wꝛought np- 
on thzoughont. They ſaid therefoze among themſelves, 
Let us not divide it, but taſt lots fo2 it who ſhall have it, 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled,” ſaying, They have. 
parted my-raiment among them, and foꝛ my coat did they 
calt lots. And the ſouldiers did ſuch things indeed. There

lifter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Parp Magdalene. 
When Yeſas therefoze ſaw his mother, and the diſciple 
whom he loved, ſtanding he laith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy ſon.

But when they 
came to Jeſus,and ſaw that he was dead already, they bzake 
not his legs: but one ok the ſoldiers with a ſpear thzuſt him 
intd the ſide, and foꝛthwith there tame out blood and water.

ET IEF. T appeareth by ancient Writers,that 

the Sacrament of Baptiſm in the old 
time was not commonly miniſtred, 
but at two times in the y ear: atEaſter 
and Whitſuntide. At which times 
it was openly miniſtred in the pre- 
ſence of all the Congregation. 
Which cuſtome now being grown 
out of uſe (although it cannot for 
many conſiderations be well re- 


ef 


but upon Sundaies and other Holidaies when the moſt number of 
people may come together; as well for that the congregation 
there preſent may teſtific the receiving ofthem that be newly bap- 
tized, into the number of Chriſts Church; as alſo becauſe in the 
Baptiſm of Infants, every man preſent may be put in remem- 
brance of his own profeſſion made to God in his Baptiſm. For 
which cauſe alſo it is expedient that Baptiſm be miniſtred in the 
Engliſh tongue. Nevertheleſs ( if neceſſity ſo require) children 
may at alltimes be baptized at home. 

When there are children to be baptized upon the Sunday or 
Holiday, the Parents ſhall give knowledge over night, or in the 
morning afore the beginning of morning prayer, to the Curate. 
And then the Godfathers, Godmothers, and people, with the chil- 
dren, muſt be ready at the Font, either immediately after the laſt 
leſſon at morning Prayer, or elſe immediately after the laſt leſſon 
at evening Prayer , as the Curate by his diſcretion ſhall ap- 
point.

ke nions, We hold it moſt agreeable to this Our 
223 Kingly Office, and Our own Religious zeal, to 
"IM ” conſerve and maintain the Church committed to 
Our charge in the unity of true Religion, and in the bond of 
peace: and not to ſuffer unneceſſary Diſputations, altercations, 
or queſtions to be raiſed, which may nouriſh faction both in the 
Church and Common- wealth. We have therefore upon ma- 
ture deliberation, and with the adviſe of ſo many of Our Bi- 
ſhops as might conveniently be called together, thought fit to 
make this Declaration foll owing ; That the Articles of the 
Church of England ( which have been allowed and authorized 
heretofore, and which Our Clergie generally have ſub{cribed 
unto) do contain the true doctrine of the Church of England, 
agreeable to Gods word : which We do therefore ratifie and 
confirm, requiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the 
uniform profeſsion thereof, and prohibiting the leaſt difference 
from the ſaid Articles, which to that end We command to be

even in thoſe curious points in which the preſent differeneeslie, 
men of all ſorts take the Articles of the Church of England to 
be for them, which is an argument again, that none of them 
intend any deſertion of the Articles eſtabliſhed, = 
| That therefore in theſe both curious and unhappy differences, 
which have for fo many hundred years, in different times and 
places, exerciſed the Church of Chriſt: We will that all further 
curious ſcarch be laid afide, and thefe diſputes ſhut up in Gods 
promiſes, as they be generally ſet forth to us, in the holy Scri- 
ptures ; and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church 
of England according to them, And that no man hereafter ſhall 
either print or preach, to draw the Article afide any way, but 
ſhall ſubmit to it in the plain and full meaning thereof: And 
ſhallnot put his own ſenſe or Comment to be the meaning of 
2 Article, but ſhall take it in the literal and Grammatical 
ſenſe, 
That if any publique Reader in either Our Univerſities, or

Of the unworthineſs of the Miniſters, which hinder nor the effect of the Sacraments. 
A Lthough in the viſible Church the evil be ever mingled with the good, 
and ſometime the evil have chief authozity in the miniſtration of the 
Cond and Sacraments : yet fozasmuch as they do not the ſame in their 
own name, but in Chziſts, and do miniſter by his commiſston and authozity, 
we may ule their miniſtring both in hearing the TWo2d of God, and in the re- 
ceiving of the Sacraments. Meither ts the effect of Chaiſts ozdinance ta- 
Ren away by their wickedneſs, no? the mace of Gods gifts diminiſhed fram 
ſuch, as by faith, and rightly do receive the Sacraments miniſtred untg 
b em, which be effectual, becauſe of Chziſts inſtitution and pꝛomiſe, al: 
ough they be miniſtred by evil men. 
Nevertheleſs, it fn to the diſcipline of the Church, that en⸗ 


quiry be made of evil Miniſters, and that they be accuſed by thole that have 
knowledge of their offences: and finally being kound guilty, by juff judge⸗ 
ment be depoſed,

Iptiſme is not onely a ſign of p2ofeſsion, and mark ok diftereuce, where- 
by Chaiſttan men are diſcerned from others that be not Chuſtned: but

it is alſo a ſign of Regeneration oꝛ new 1 whereby as by an inſtrument, 


they that receive Baptilme rightly are gaatted into the Church: + 25.4 
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the holy Ghoſt, are viſibly ſigned and ſealed: faith is confirmed, and grace 
increaled by virtue of pzayer unto Hod. The Baptilme of young childzen 
is in any wile to be retained in the Church, as mon agzeeable with the inſtt-

Of the Lords Supper. 


1 Supper of the Lozd is not onely a ugn of the love that Chaiſtians 
ought ro have among themſelves one to another: but rather it is a 
Sacrament ot our redemption by Chuits death. Jnioniuch that to ſuch as 
rightly, woꝛthily and with faith receive the ſame, the bead which we beak, 
is a partaking of the body of Chatit: and likewtſe, the Cup of bleſsing is a 
partaking of the blood of Chat. 3 

Tranſubſtantiatton (oz the change of the ſubſtance of Bꝛead and Wine 
in the Supper of the Lozd) cannor be p2oved by holy TUrit : but it is re⸗ 
pugnant ro the plain wozds of Scripture, overthꝛoweth the nature of a 
Sacrament, and yath given occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. | 

The body of CLhaiſt is given, taken and eaten in the Supper onely after 
an heavenly and [ptritual manner. And the mean whereby the body of Chuſt 
is received and eaten in the Supper, ts Faith. : 3 

The Sacrament of the Lozds Supper was not by Chziſts o2dinance 
reſerved, carried about, lifted up, 02 wozthipped,

Of the wicked which eat not the body of Chriſtin the uſe of the Lords Supper: 
TY wicked, and ſuch as be void or a lively faith, although they do car⸗ 
nally and viſibly pzeſs with their teeth (as S. Auguſtine ſaith) the Sa- 
crament of the body and blood of Chziſt: yet in no wile are they partakers 
of Chꝛiſt, but rather to their condemnation do eat and dzink the lign 02 Sa- 
crament of ſo gꝛeat a thing.
